Price, editor of^ Commerce, and Ki- 
nxnc'e, of New York, nnd a grogs sale 
tax, explained by William E. Cornwell 
of New York. 
Whae Sy.tem Wrong 


The people of the country, Mr. Corn- 


well said, are becoming educated to 
the fact that the whole system of tax- 
ation In the United States Is wrong, 
adding that the. system "was founded 
on class and sectional bias." 


"The present method of taxation Is 


tastefully destructive," Mr. Cornwell 
.continued, "but it Is only during the 
past year or go that the public has 
become alive to" the "fact. Today a 
vast number of people of all classes, 
not only bankers and business heads, 
but those In the rank and file of all 
occupations, 
are 
Impressed. 
This 


widespread knowledge is mainly duo 
to the fact that tho public Is beginning 
to ece that price* are kept high In 
many articles because of the present 
excessive taxes." 
.. 
Two} important sources of the coun- 


try's progress nre. being dried up by 
operation of Iho. excess profits tax 
and tlie heavy surtaxes on Incomes, 
the speaker saJd. These sources were 
surpus capital and Intelligent enter- 
prise., 
. 


"As to the first." he continued, "the 


high taxes are driving 
people 
with 


large' Incomes to Invest'as much as 
possible In tax exempt-securities In- 
stead of furbishing capital for .new 
business and general commercial and 
financial development.

In business are being appropriated by 
the government instead of being used 


. to strengthen business concerns and 


to-provlJe against losses in lean peri- 
ods which are bound to come." 
Requirements of Good System 


The requirements of a good tax sys- 


tem. Mr. Cornwell said, were: That It 
be fair to all, that the burden be uni- 
versally distributed, and that tho col- 
lection be simple, and easy instead of 
being complicated and irritating. 


"A tax on gross sales' Is an Ideal 


development -of these requirements," 
he saldJ. "It Is passed along In very 
small tractions and add through tho 
various processes from the producei 
o£ raw material to stage after stage 
during manufacture, tho tax almost 
collecting itself, accumulating auto- 
matically as it proceeds, and is finally 
paid by the consumer practically with- 
out his. knowledge, and the additions 
are so trifling as not materially to 
aftect prices."

Mr. Price In his address" declared

LAW PROVISIONS 


(.Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston', Sopt. 23—A 


warning to parents, calllnff their at- 
tention to the provisions of the school 
attendance law was Issued today by 
the ftate department of labor and in- 
dustries. 


Under the law referred to, every 


child must be kept In school, while ,tho 
schools are 1:> session, unless a work- 
Inn certificate has been Issued for such 
child. 


It matters not whether the child Is 


employed'In a manufacturing or other 
establishment or at Us home, some 
sort of permit must be obtained from 
the superintendent of schools If the pa- 
rents aro not to subject themselves to 
tho penalties of th« lav. 


Before obtaining a working certifi- 


cate, tlic child must present to the su- 
perintendent "a certificate signed by a 
school or family physician appointed 
by the school committee, stating that 
the child has been thoroughly exam- 
ined by said physician and In his opin- 
ion is In sufficiently sound health and 
physically able to perforiti tho work 
which the child Intends to do."
